5. VACA EXPRESSED INTEREST IN SAN FRANCISCO VISIT, HOW- 
EVER DEA AGAIN FEELS IT MIGHT NOT BE THAT PRODUCTIVE OTHER 
THAN A VISIT TO THE CITY. SUGGEST SAN DIEGO D.O. FOR 

MAIOR LAND BORDER OPERATIONS, PERHAPS WITH A TRIP OVER TO 
YUMA, ARIZONA FOR BORDER PATROL OPERATIONS, WHERE ENFORCE- 
MENT PROBLEMS ARE COMPARABLE TO THOSE OF ECUADOR.
